AGRICULTURAL HALL OF FAME 


IjOST 


We risk the fear of nostalgia hitting the readers 
of this column this week. The selection of the first 
five Hall of Fame farmers for Alberta includes two 
men who we knew at least casually. Henry Wise 
Wood, the man who organized the farm movement 
which ventured into politics, but who himself refrain¬ 
ed from political leadership, was a casual acquaint¬ 
ance long to be remembered: He never tried to be 
anything but a progressive farmer. Then there is 
Charlie Noble. Acquaintance here was very casual, 
though we lived relatively close to him for many 
years. Still alive, he is definitely the scientific type. 
Big business tried to tie in with him, but with disas¬ 
trous results. If ever the title of a popular song ftted 
one particular individual it is that one: “Anything You 
Can Do I Can Do Better". And C. S. Noble could do it 
on a big scale. Year after year we have driven by his 
farm of two to three thousand acres to see his yields 
running anything from ten to fifteen bushels higher 
than the average around about him. Any man who 
can consistently do this deserves a niche in the hall 
of fame. We’d like to tell you 6f another man who 
might be considered as a candidate for this Hall of 
Fame. He was a one-armed Frenchman by the name 
of Nick Taitinger. We believe he pioneered internat¬ 
ional grain championships in Alberta by copping off 
the barley crown at Chicago way back in 1908. Nick 
could do more with one arm than most people do 
with two arms. He had his ups and downs but was 
consistently a good farmer. When young healthy 
chaps come round begging, using an amputation for 
excuse to live upon their fellowmen, we thjnk of Nick. 
He was a good friend of ours and always held out 
that these grain competitions were more or less en¬ 
durance tests on the part of those who picked over 
the seed by hand before the grain was sent to the big 
expositions for judging. His theory was upheld last 
year at Toronto. An orchard woman from up near 
Creston had won the wheat championship. She was 
not a wheat farmer. She merely grew a few rows of 
wheat between her fruit trees to keep down the 
weeds. The shade from the trees helped to give a 
prize winning blush to her wheat. Many authorities 
on grain would like to see championships won from 
actual field crop competitions, where the grain is out 
and stooked and cured out in the sun.—Camrose Can¬ 
adian.

The Trades and Labor Congress of Canada ha.-t 
issued an official bulletin which states that work¬ 
men’s wagees are not the real cause of high home- 
building costs. It says that the wage costs of build¬ 
ing a five-room house in Calgary, as at last June, 
totalled $2,241.86 for a structure selling from $9,000 
to $12,000. 

The bulletin suggests that mortgage loan costs 
are too heavy. It says that a $5,000 loan at 5 per 
cent for 20 years, doubles itself. That e.x|)enditure on 
a house would thus cost double. 

The argument as to the principal, iva.sons for in¬ 
creased (x>sts in house building deseri'es examination. 
The figure given by" the la'oor congi'ess looks low, but 
must be accepted. There are other labor coats, how¬ 
ever, namely the wages in the lumbering industry, in 
railway transportation, in factories producing metal¬ 
ware, in planing mills, and so on. 

The labor congress might show a demonstration 
of low-cost home building. It would provide the labor 
and use some of its reser\’e funds to furnish the cap¬ 
ital. An actual demonstration would be much more 
convincing than a statistical argument

'Paken in br.aad perspective the 
agriculture of Southern Alberta ,is 
not inharmonious. All of us have 
sien .-mall ureas or iniJividual 
farms where the local operator^ 
are out of tune; no matter how 
vehemently they .kiek against the 
liricks. Mother Nature continues 
to turn a cald cheek toward them 
in the shape of an agricultural 
production with a waipxeU person¬ 
ality. This corrcspandeiit was born 
into such a misfit situation on a 
.iiandy quarter section hpme.stead- 
east of Taber Hicwevor, the 
homesteaders learned and adju.st- 
ed. Now it is well known that 
wheat pi'viductioh on thisse areas 
of sandy laiwl an'.i limited rainfall 
is impractical; today those well- 
meaning homesleiaders have come 
into ham»jny with their environ¬ 
ment by producing specialty oroiKs 
under irrigation on such lands and 
ii.se the unirrigated sand hills for. 
grazing. Farms which were aban¬ 
doned in tile lOHO’S to gophers and 
antelopes now 'ore being taken 
ag;\iVL_gince they will exhibit 
complete ? change in personality 
when the prescnl exlcnskm of -ir¬ 
rigation brings adequate moisture 
to their acres.

The truck 
gardener on the w'arm' river flats 
near Medicine Hat is in the same 
cla.ss and ftO' is •. the strawberry 
grower in BainweHl. Do we seed 
Marquis wheat in rust areas—not 
since we got Thatcher! Do we 
seed 'fhatchci' in sawfly districts 
— not since we got Rescue. 

And so the list could be mulli- 
t)lied. Success in farming, as in 
most ottigr pursuits including (ler- 
sonaliiy developments, depends 
upon proper adaptation to envir¬ 
onment. It is the task of the ag¬ 
ricultural sc enfists and the farrft- 
ers to develop and use varieties 
and practices which wiHl keep our 
ngricultur.al ego at peace with 
itself. 

As 1950 draws to a close we are 
inclined to fi'cl that we are rea.s- 
enably well adjusted. ■ More than
